FIERCE GALE STIRS THE ATLANTIC. 


New England Coast Is Swept by the 
First West India Hurricane of 
the Season, 


New York, Sept. 9.—[Special.J—All along 
the Atlantic coast from Cape Hatteras tothe 
Bay of Fungy a hurricane raged today. The 
wind blew tremendous blasts, raising a 
high sea. The storm kept well off shore and 
New Yoark felt only its inner edge. Block 
Island was first to experience its full force, 
and during the day the wind blew seventy- 
six miles an hour. Tonight it fell to sixty-four 
miles. It was speeding up the coast, lash- 
ing the end of Cape Cod and veering more to 
the eastward, following the rocky shore of 
Maine. Hog Island, at Rockaway Beach, 
was almost obliterated by wind and tide. 
All the buildings have been carried out to 
fea and there were many narrow escapes 
from drowning. : 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 9.—The first West 
India hurricane of the season arrived off 
this city today, after a long but eventful 
journey from the tropics. The storm center 
tonight is somewhere southeast of Nan- 
tucket, but so energetic is the disturbance 
that a heavy northeast gale is sweeping the 
entire New England coast from Eastport to 
Block Island, while the surf, aided by one 
of the highest tides of the year, is threaten- 
ing destruction to hundreds of seashore cot- 


TYPHOID AT NEW HAVEN. 


ALARMING EPIDEMIC OF FEVER AT 
THE COLLEGE TOWN. 


Board of Health Takes Prompt Meas- 
ures and Makes a House to House 
Canvass, Which Produces Startling 
Results—Many Cases Are Ilraced toe 
a Milkman Who Boarded with a 
Disease-Stricken Family—Handle of 
a Town Pump Also Under Suspicion. 


New Haven, Conn., Sept. 9.—[Special.]— 
The latter part of July an epidemic of. ty- 
phoid fever broke out here and since then 
has increased to somewhat alarming pro- 
portions, though thus far but few cases have 
proved fatal. 

‘The Board of Health, becoming alarmed at 
the spread of the disease, decided to take 
prompt measures to ascertain, if possible, 
its cause. That there was some direct 
cause seemed certain, because the outbreak 
of the disease was mostly confined to the 
Fourth Ward and to Fair Haven.

G. A. R. Unites with Pelice Board Mem- 
bers to Help Put the Great Re- . 
former Behind Prisen Bars. 


New York, Sept. 9.—[Special.}—Theodore 
Roosevelt is hunting big game out West, 
but is expected back here Friday. When he 
comes he may find bigger game to hunt 
here, or may be hunted himself.

One-half of the plant of the McGuire

destroyed by fire at 2 o’clock this morning. 
The company makes electric car trucks. 

The loss on electrical appliances in stock 
is estimated at $25,000, and the loss on the 
building ts $5,000, or $30,000 in all. The 
property is fully insured. 

The concern is situated about midway be- 
tween Austin avenue and Kinale street, and: 
extends from Sangamon to Morgan street. 
It consists of two buildings separated by 
an alley, and each of them is three stories 
in height.

They set out to learn the source of the milk 
and “water supply of families where there 
was fever, and-also whether the disease can 
be traced.tt oysters, which are grown -in 
large quantities hereabouts, and likewise 
whether the family had been-out of the city 
previous to being stricken with the disease. 

At the very commencement of their in- 
vestigations they made a startling discovery. 
Nearly every family being served by a cer- 
tain. milkman had one or more members ill 
with typhoid. This was in the Fourth Ward. 
Having to their satisfaction traced the 
cause there to milk, they sought out this 
milkman and found that he was not only 
boarding in a family that had the fever but 
thatthe water with which he washed his cans 
came from the premises ‘of another family 
in which the disease prevatled. 

An investigation further showed that the 
typheid germs had in this way become in- 
oculated with the milk, and from day today 
the bacteria had been peddled from house 
to house in the daily milk supply until up- 
wards of fifty cases of typhoid had resulted 
in that one ward. 


Name of Offender Is Withheld. 
Immediately the officers decided to pro- 
hibit this man from carrying on the milk 
business. This they were enabled to do 
under a new food ordinance, which provides 
a penalty for bringing deleterious liquids 
into the city. 


No sooner had the milkman been warned’ 


\to quit the business than he implored the 
health officers not to reveal his name, prom- 
ising to do anything in reason if permitted 
to keep: his route upon which his support 
depended. The matter was finally compro- 
mised by the man being allowed to keep it 
on condition that he changed his boarding 
place and purchased new milk cans. Since 
then he has kept the business, and no 
further reports have come from him, and 
the health officers positively refuse to make 
known his identity, with the result that it 


-has created great feeling among all the 


cther milkmen in that ward and has ledtoa 
general suspicion as to which is the man. 


Disease on the Increase. 


It was hoped that with the coming of cool- 
er weather the disease would decrease, but 
instead it has increased, until thereare fully 
150 distinét cases at the present time in the 
Fourth Ward and in Fair Haven, additional 
to upwards of fifty cases in other parts of 
the city. Some of these are fortunately 
mild, but the contagion, once started, has 
spread from house to house, until an alarm- 
ing epidemic is now raging. 

Within the last week the public pump on 
Trowbridge Square, used by scores of fam- 
ilies, has been quarantined and its handle 


removed that the disease may not ‘be thus. 


communicated, as many families having the 
fever were using this pump, and there is 
little doubt but many cases have resulted 
from this source. Over in Fair Haven the 
cause has not been as fully investigated, 
but it will be within a few days. 

There are those who believe the disease 
has been contracted from oyster eating, but 
as yet this remains to be proved. Falr 
Haven is a great oyster growing section 
and bas for years maintained a high repu- 
tation.for the excellence of its oysters, and 
the oyster growers are highly indignant at 
the attempt to place the blame upon the 
“luscious bivalves. 


Oysters Are Under Suspicion. 

Many of these oyster beds are located in 
the Quinnipiac River, and into this river 
empties all manner of filth, and it is claimed 
by some that the oysters cannot help being 
affected by this foulness. Down in the har- 
bor, off City Point, are many large oyster 
beds and some of these are located within 
twenty-five rods of the great boulevard 
sewer, through which flows the sewage of 
all the southern and western parts of the 
city. This sewage is swept out over the 
oyster beds, and is believed by many to be 
a source of disease. On the other hand, the 
oyster growers assert that every tide clears 
the beds of foul accumulations, and thatthe 
oysters are all right. So the matter at pres- 
ent stands, with typhoid fever raging to a 
hitherto unknown extent and the Board of 
Health making the most strenuous efforts 
to ascertain and remove its cause. 


Board of Health Acts. 


As a measure of precaution today the 
Board of Health recommended a strong

Without loss of time the ceremony was 
begun. 

‘* My friends,’’ began Dr. Shutter, with open 
prayer-book, in which was a written copy of 
the service which Mr. Schweinfurth had 
composed for the occasion, ‘*‘ wé are met to 
celebrate the marriage of the men and women 
before us.”’ 

He paused and Mr. Schweinfurth pro- 
nounced the following words: 

** We, in the name of Emanuel and in the 
adorable presence of God, and in the pres- 
ence of this representative of the Church and 
State, do promise to be to each other all that 
pure love can make us forever and forever 
and forever.”’ 

Here he paused ard his voice was joined 
by that of the bride in the words: 


“ This is our troth given and pledged each*® 


to the other.”’ 

The preacher then asked: 

** Do you make any visible pledge that you 
will fulfill these vows?” and a heavy gold 
band passed from the groom to the preacher. 


Miss Mary Whitney stepped up and removed © 


the white glove from the hand of the bride, 
and the ring was placed upon the fourth 
finger of the left hand. 

‘*In the name of God, and by virtue of the 
power conferred upon me by the State, I now 
pronounce you husband and wife.”’ 

The same formula Was gone through with 
for each of the other marriages. Taken as 
a whole, the service was simple and im- 
pressive. At its conclusion the couples and 
their friends repaired to the Whitney resi- 
dence, No. 3114 Fifteenth avenue south, 
where a reception was held in their honor 
to all members of the church, and their 
friends in the city. 

‘As thé bridal carriages drove up to the 
house, carpets were extended to the street. 
Bride Is Dressed in Black. 

The bride of Mr. Schweinfurth was dressed 
in a gown of heavy black, with‘white ruffle 
and lace at the neck and shoulders. Her 
hair was worn high on her head. Theother 
two avomen were dressed in plain white, 
with cream-colored sashes and gloves. The 
men were dressed in black cutaway suits. 

The marriage is of especial interest from 
the fact that for the first time the Church 
Triumphant recognizes in a public mariner 
the doctrine of the flesh and admits the au- 
thority of State and church in marriage.

Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles has written 
a book. , 

It will be issued from the Werner pre: 
within the next two weeks, and will doubt- 
less cause comment from one end of the 
country to the other, and from civilians 
and military men alike. ; 

The General put in a good part of yester- 
day looking over the volume’s advance 
sheets. He found nothing to correct,’and 
the work of binding 600 pages will be tom- 


_ menced tomorrow. , 


The book is entitled ‘‘ Personal Recollec- 
tions and Observations of Gen. Nelson A, 
Miles, Embracing a Brief View of the Civil 
Wear,” or ** From New England to the Golden 
Gate.” It is the first volume ofa work 
which, when finished, will be a complete 
autobiography, and embraces the story of 
Gen. Miles’ Indian campaigns, with com- 
ments:on the exploration, development, and 
progress of this country, covering the 
period prior to the time when Gen. Miles 
came to Chicago for the World’s Fair. It is 
dedicated ‘‘to the memory of the heroes 
and patriots who have made the soldier 
sacrifice while protecting the innocent 
against savage ferocity, maintaining their 
country’s honor and perpetuity, and ad- 
vancing the lines of civilization.” . 


Retraces His Life’s Footsteps. 

In his preface Gen. Miles says that it ts 
no part of his purpose to write his memoirs 
or a history, but only to retrace certain por- 
tions of the journey of life that now Mes in 
the past. Concluding the preface he says: : 

“In presenting these thotghts and ob- 
servations I have hoped to meet the favor 
of the intelligent, generous American, who I 
know to be most considerate, and I trust 
I may rely on his liberal consideration, es- 
pecially when it is remembefed that I have 
been obliged to gather and prepare much of — 
the material at spare hours during the time 
largely taken up with the carts of exacting 
official duties and responsibilities. .In thts 
I have had the earnest-assistalice of Mr. M, 
E. Dawson, and for his faithful and zealous 
labors I desire to expregs my appreciation. . 

“If this narrative shall inspire thought 
or promote a taste for further research and 
study along the diversified lines of develop- 
ment of our great and growing country my 
efforts will not have been in vain. I have 

. also endeavored to illustrate the difficulties 
~and dangers to which my companions in 
arms were exposed in order thap If possib 
their ‘service and achievements might 
more fully appreciated by the beneficiaries 
who are now enjoying the frults of their 
heroism and sacrifices.”’ < 

The opening chapter addrasszy f{teelf dik 
rectly to the sentiment of patriotism and 

love of country, which is inspired by a 
thorough knowledge of the immense re 
sources of America, as well aa by the history 
of its struggles for the. blessings of liberty 
and self-government. 

Gen. Miles describes the’ scene of his child- 
heod home, and traces his ancestors through 
several generations of Néw-Englanders back 
to the Rev. John Myles, “ a Welsh clergyman 
who had been not only a soldier of the cross, 
but also a soldier of approved valor and von- 
duct in the Indian wars,” and at whose resi- | 
dence, known as Myles Garrison, colonial 
forces gathered at the first outbreak of In- 
dian hostilities. 

The author's mother was also of old New 
England stock, Being a direct descendant of 


the ship Lyon Sept. 16, 1632. Her name was 
Mary Curtis, and to her high character the 
author pays filial tributein his opening chap- 
ter. ? 


Glowing Tribute to Lincoln. 


In .the second chapter the author enters 
at once upon a review of the civil war, 
touching but briefly upon the dissensions 
and turmoil which preceded its-actual out- 
break. In this chapfer he pays tribute to 
Abraham Lincoln in the following words: 

“ During these long years of flerce and 
incessant strife, through the storm .there 
stood at the helm of the ship of state a 
man of the people, yet a most uncommon 
man—patriotic, calm, persistent, unmoved 
by clamor, tender hearted as a woman, 
yet an intellectual giant and with a devd- 
tion to his trust never surpassed: in the 
history of the human race. Abraham Lin- 
coln is forever embalmed tn the loving grati- 
tude of the American people, and the senti- 
ment is not bounded by partisan or sectional 
line. 

** Side by side with Abraham Lincoln in 
the early days of the, great war stood our 
most accomplished and distinguished Gen 
eral, the hero of two foreign wars. To 
these two men, one born in Kentucky, the 
other in Virginia—Abraham Lincoln and 
Lieut.-Gen. Winfield Scott—more than to 
any others, Americans of that critical time, 
as well ds the 70,000,000 of today, and the 
unnumbered millions of the future, are 
indebted for the salvation of their republic 
and the preservation of a free government.” 

Later in the same chapter the author re- 
counts his entrance upon military service, 
saying: “‘ With the aid of others I suc- 
ceeded, in. raising a fine company, was duly 
chosen Captain, was commissioned as such 
by the Governor of the State, and with that 
rank Was mustered into the United States 
service. Subsequently the Governor 
claimed that on account of my youth, 21 
years, I should accept a lower commission 
and yield up the one I held to be given toa 
political friend of his. ... As I had en- 
gaged in service against the enemies of my 
country I did not propose to abandon that 
service to engage in a contest with the 
Governor of my State. ... 

“Among the incidents of my early service 
fn the army which impressed themselves 
indelibly on my memory were those at- 
tending the organization of the Army of the 
Potomac under George B. McClellan, the 
crossing of the Rappahannock, the return 
to Alexandria, the embarkation in 8- 
port and debarkation at Fort Monroe, the 
advance up the Peninsula until face to face 
with the enemy under Gen. Magruder. I re. 
member that this movement occasioned 
comment at the time, even among the young 
volunteers, that the principal army of the 
Nation should not be risked upon the point 
of a peninsula with an army intrenched 
in its front, its base surrounded by water 
and guarded only by that little Monitor.” 


If the South Had Won, 


Chapter III. comprises a rapid review of 
the course of war, describing the joy of the 
soldiers at the final victory and s 
of Lee’s army and picturing what would 
have been the consequences of failure in the 
following words: 

“In order to comprehend the magnitude 
of the cause in which those men were en¢ 


gaged we must consider what would have |

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been the result to the people of this country 
and to the whole*hatifan tateiftiey"hgd 
failed in that hereie enterprise for-the reste- 
ration and perpetuity of the great republic 
It was a question of national life or a dis-

In another chapter Gen. Miles discusses 
the results of the war in its effect on the de- 
velopment of the West. He refers tothe 
construction of the first transcontinentat 
railway as having, been undertaken for 
political reasons to provide against a pos- 

gible secession of the Pacific coast States. 

He ther describes his first visit to the Cen- 
tral West, made a little over twenty-five 
years.ago. Referring to Chicago in this 
chapter he. says: " 

“Its then last census showed a popula- 
tion of 109,206; the néxt gave it 208,077. Two 
years later it was a heap of smoldering 
ruins, from which it rose with astonishing 
rapidity, and now boasts a population of 
2,000,000 In round numbers—a growth with- 
out parallel in the history of the world. A 
ship sailing from any part of the world may 
disdharge its cargo at her wharves 1,000 
miles inland. its commercial succesS was 
already widely spreail at the time of my first 
visit, and I regarded the city with much in- 
terest. The tragedy of the Fort Dearborn 
massacre was enacted on its present site at 
as late a date as 1814.” : 

Over half of the Volume deals with the 
North American Indians, their characteris- 
tics, their relations with the whites, the au- 
thor’s campaigna among Indians, the pres-+ 
ent problems which |the presence of the In- 
dians in American civilization present, and 
the probability of trouble with Indians in 
the future. : 


Good Words for the Indian. 

In reviewing thé character of the North- 
American Indian, of whom few are better 
qualified to write than he, Gen. Miles says: 

‘He has been condemned as a malignant 
fiend, incapable of the betjer impulses of 
humanity, and unworthy of admission to the 
brotherhood of man. 

‘J have no sympathy with the view, which 
has been crystallized into the brutal epigram 
falsely attributed'tg Gen. Sherman, “ the 
only good Indian is\a dead Indian. 

‘‘I hope, before I. am through 
work, I shall be able'to show much that is 
good may be said of the Indian. I shall speak 
of him as a diplomatist, a statesman, and a 
warrior. .1 shall, to’ some extent, describe 

his industry, his music, and his art, for there 

is much of art in his decoration, his blending 
of colors, his pottery, his feather work, and 
his bead, basket, and blanket work."”’ 

The systems of government, domestic af- 
fairs, and religious beliefs and observances 
of the various tribes of Indians are fully 
treated and illustrated, a number | of the 
pictures being by Frederick Remington. 


Sand Creek Massacre Excoriated. 

The Indian uprising in Minnesota during 
the civil war, and other engagements with 
Indians about the same time are treated 
mostly through quotations from, and refer- 
ences to the works of other writers. Gen. 
Miles, however, goes On record with refer- 
ence to what is known as the Chilean mas- 
gacre, or Sand Creek massacre, in the fol- 
lowing language: 

-“ The Sand Creek massacre is perhaps 
the foulest and most unjustifiable crime in 
“the annals of America. 
and executed under'the personal direction 
of J. NW) Chiventon, Colonel of the First Col- 
ofado Cavairy, on the 27th of November, 
1864, at a point in| Colorado about forty 
miles from Fort Lyon. The details of the 
massacre are too revolting to be enumer- 
ated, and I dismiss the matter with a state- 
ment for the benefit 6f those who would care 
to look into the details that three letters 
from Helen Hunt Jackson appeared in the 
“New York Tribune, Jan. 31, Feb. 22, and 

Feb. 28, 1880, reviewing the official testi- 
mony, and presenting such facts therefrom 
as could be printed. |} But for that horrible 
butchery it is a fair presumption that all 

the*subsequent wars with the Cheyennes 
and the Arapahoes and their kindred tribes 
palght poset, pave leer averted.” — " 

he history of the important campaigns of 
the United States soldiery against Indians 
of various tribes is fully entered into, in- 
volving a description of the condition of the 
country at the time, its stage of develop- 
ment, and the condition of the people who 
were then piozeers in a new land. 

Origin of the Indian School, 

The history of the origin of the Indian 
school at Carlisle, Pa.) is given in the narra- 
tion of an incident of the campaign against 
the Comanches in 1874, in which the author 
says, referring to the, passage of a band of 
Indians through Fort Leavenworth: 

“One of the principal chiefs asked me to 
take his son, young Minimic, and teach him 
the ways of the white men. I appreciated 
the sentiment, but at the same time I reai- 
ized the futility of trying to accomplish 


any good results with but one Indian, and. 
without any system for general improve-a 


ment. Thinking the | matter over I was 
prompted to urge upon the government as 
strongly: as. possible that. the Indian youths 
be ven an opportunity to improve their 


condition, and in myfreport of that expe-. 


dition and its results I urged an entire 
change in the systenft of government and 
management of these Indians. Wherever 
the suggestion has been tried it has been em- 
- inently successful, Out of Capt... Pratt's 
judicious management of this body of wild, 
Savage murderers has grown the great in- 
. @ustrial Indian school at Carlisle, Pa. The 
tribes from which the children have been 
taken to be educated have been benefited to 
an incalculable extent,’’ 

One chapter referring to the trying experi- 
ences of the soldiers in their campaigns 
against the Indians describes the plains of 
the- West in which gypsum beds caused 
annoyance and distress and says: “A vast 
amount of this gypsum was shipped very 
recentiy to the Queen City of the West to 
be used in the construction of the great 
White City of the Columbian Exposition.” 

Defends Custer’s Memory. 

In discussing the Custer massacre Gen 
Miles says: see SO 

“A general impression has gone abroad 
and to some extent prevails itera harenet the 
country today prejudi¢tial.to ‘Gen. Custer. 
He has been accused of disobeying orders, 
and it has been said that he made a forced 
march and that he was too impatient, that 
he was rash, and various other charges have 
been made, equally groundless and equally 
unjust, and ali started,and promoted by his 
enemies, 

“It is known that there are two sets of 
officers in his regiment, one friendly to Gen. 
Custer, and the other—few in number—bit- 
terly hostile to him. His brothers and sev- 
eral of his best friends died with him—in 
fact, all that could have been known of the 
purposes and influences that governed his 
_ action were thus lost, as none of his imme- 
| Wate command lived to explain the circum- 
stances. Wecan only judge of what prompt- 
ed his course of procedure by what he did 
previously and by the testimony of the In- 
dians who were opposed to him.

The campaign of Gen, Custer ts fully re- 
viewed,, with particular reference to the 
emergencies presented and the military tac- 
tics employed.

Miles played a prominent part, is fully re- 
corded, a tribute being paid to the soldierly 
‘dnstinets and the high and noble character 
of Capt. Baldwin, who for a number of years 
was stationed in Chicago.

Resalts of Indian Campaigns. 


The results of six years of Indian cam- 
paigning are summarized in a chapter in 
which Gen. Miles discusses the redeemed 
territory, its vast size, zones of emigration 
which have occupied it, the land and its fer- 
tility, the destiny of the West, and the place 
and work of the soldiers in Western progress. 
He says: 

‘ Between the years 1874 and 1880 a belt of 
country extending from the Rio Grande os 
the Mexican boundary on the south to the 
Canadian boundary on the north, and aver- 
aging some 400 miles in width from east to 
west. was redeemed from a wild state and 
its control by savage tribes, and given to 
civilization. ) 

“This vast country, over which in 1874

and countless numbers of wild game, was in 
six years by the operations of the United 
States army freed for all time from a deso- 
lating influence of the savage and made 
habitable for civilized man. And these re-

morial in Idaho, and up to that time it had |

been their boast.that no Nez Perce had ever 


taken the life of a white man, though it 
could not be said that no white man had ever 
killed a Nez Perce. Fromi our first gcquaint- 
ance with them through the expedition of 
Lewis and Clark they had been exceeding- 
ly friendly with explorers and white settlers. 
Yet the old story of a desire on the part ot 
the white people to occupy Indian land 
caused a serious trouble that occurred dur- 
ing that year, followed by the usual result. 

“They were occupants of the Wallowa 
Valley.. By treaty this land had been given 
to them as a part of their reservation and 
they were opposed to the surrender Of it. 
They were in comfortable circumstances, 
having herds of cattie and plenty of horses. 
Chief Joseph told me afterwards that his 
father before his death called him to his 
bedside and counseled him never to sign a 
treaty giving up the Wallowa Valley. Faith- 
ful to the dying injunction of his father, he 
never did consent to part with that bit of ter- 
ritory. 


Due to White Aggression.

Crittendon, Biidle, McKinney, and hundreds 
of others, officers and soldiers, who placed 
themselves. between war and peace, between 
danger and security, guarding the newly- 
constructed railways, and protecting the 
towns’as they rose onthe plains. They free- 
ly offered their lives and actually cleared this 
vast region during that brief time, giving it 
to civilization forever. It is to be hoped 
that the services and sacrifices of these men 
will at least be remembered by the people 
who occupy this country and enjoy its 
benefits. Bt 
‘The smoke.of the Indian villages has 
been replaced by the founders and furnace 
fires of civilization. The signal lights no 
longer flash from the hills, but in their places 
the headlight of the locomotive and the elec; 
tric light dispell the shadow of town and 
plain and illumine the pathway of progress 
and civilization.” 


Indian Problem. 


Concluding that portion of the work de- 
voted to the Indian campaigns from 1874 to 
1880, Gen. Miles devotes a chapter to the 
Indian problem iv its general phases. He 
cites numerous instances to show the dif-

GEN, MILES ON BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 


Says Lack of Confidence Is the Cause 
of the Present Depression. 

“ Lack of confidence in commercial circles 
accounts for the present depressed condition 
of business and industries in this country,” 
said Gen. Nelson A. Miles at the Auditorium 
yesterday. ‘“‘There is no natural reason 
why enterprises in America should not flour- 
ish. Crops are good, there is plenty of work 
to be done, and plenty of money. All that 
is lacking is confidence. The whole matter 
will be settled within sixty days, and then 
I have not the slightest doubt but that this 
country will enter upon an era of renewed 
prosperity.’’ 

Gen. Miles refused to give any thore defi- 
nite statement as to his views of the political 
outlook, and when asked if his remark con- 
cerning the outcome of the election might 
be interpreted as a prophecy of victory for 
Maj. McKinley and sound money, replied: 
‘*T did not say that. Please quote only my 
exact words.”’ 

Gen. Miles left Washington a short time 
ago for the purpose, chiefly, of making a 
tour of inspection of military posts in the 
West. Hecame to Chicago in advance of the 
party, and after the transaction of some pri- 
vate business will be joined by them and pro- 
ceed to Omaha.

DEMAND FOR SILYER DOLLARS OF 1896. 


Many People Doubt That Silver Is Be- 
ing Coined and Send to the 
Treasury for New Dollars, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 9.—The Treasury 
officials are in daily receipt of a large num- 
ber of requests asking for silver dollars of 
this year’s coinage in exchange for other 
money. Many of these requests come from 
persons who seem to doubt the truth of*the 
monthly coinage statement, while others 
ask for shipments of 1806 dollars, with a 
view to refuting statements that no silver 
dollars are now being coined. 

These requests have been complied with 
as fast as received, and the Treasury of- 
ficials desire to call public attention to the 
fact that when silver dollars are ordered in 
sums of or multiples of $500 they are shipped 
at the expense of the government, but when 
smaller sums are ordered the shipments aré 
made at the expense of the person ordering. 

There is now in the Treasury $40,506,399 in 
silver. which may be obtained for any lawful 
money, but the demand just now is so keen 
for 1896 dollars that it seems probable that 
the beginning of October the department will 
be compelled to decline to pay out silver 
dollars except in exchange for silver certifi- 
cates or Treasury notes of 1890. 

The number of standard -silver dollars 
coined during last August is shown by the of- 
ficial statement to have been 2,650,000: 
since Feb. 1 last, $11,212,412; and since No- 
vember, 1895, $15,169,491. The coinage value 
of the silver bullion now on hand and on

me by the National Republican convention, 
expressed my approval of the 
adopted by that body as the party basis of 
doctrine: In accordance with accepted 
usage I beg now to supplement that brief 
statement of my views, by some additional 
reflections upon the questions which are in 
debate before the American people. 

“The platform declarations in reference 
to the money question express clearly and 
unmistakably the attitude of the Republican 
party as to this supremely important sub- 
We stand unqualifiedly for.honesty in 
finance, and the permanent adjustment of 
our monetary system, fn the multifarious 
activities of trade and commerce, to the ex-~- 
isting gold standard of value. We hold that 
every dollar of currency issued by the 
United States, whether of gold, silver, or 
paper, must. be worth a dollar in gold, 
whether in the pocket of the man who toils 
for his daily bread, in the vault of the sav- 
ings bank which holds his deposits, or in the 
exchanges of the world, : 

Money Standard Should Be Fixed. 

“The money standard of a great nation 
should be as fixed and permanent as the 
nation itself. To secuire and retain the best 
should be the desire of every right-minded 
citizen. Resting on stable foundations, con- 
ee and unvarying certainty of value 
should be its distinguishing characteristic. 
The experience of all history confirms the 
truth that every coin, made under any law, 
howsoever that coin may be stamped, will 
finally command in tha markets of the world 
the exact value of the materials which 
compose it. The dollar of our country, 
whether of gold oF silver, should be of the 
full value of 100 cents, and by so much as 
any dollar is worth less than this in the 
market by precisely that sum will some one 
be defrauded. 


‘The: necessity of a certain and _ fixed: 


money value between nations as well as 
individuals has grown out of the interchange 


‘of commodities, the trade and business re- 


ljationships which have ariserr among the 
peoples of the world, with the enlargement 
of human wants and the broadening of 
human interests. This necessity has made 
gold the final standard of all enlightened 
nations. Other metals, including silver, have 


a recognized commercial value, and silver. 


especially has a value of great importance 
for subsidiary coinage. 


Favors the Use of Silver. 


‘‘In view of a sedulous effort by the ad- 
vocates of free coinage to create a contrary 
impression, it cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized that the Republican party in its 
platform affirms this value in silver, and 
favors the largest possible use of this metal 
as actual money that can be maintained 
with safety. Not only this, it will not an- 
tagonize, but will gladly assist in promoting 
a double standard whenever it can be se- 
cured by agreement and codperation among 
the nations. The bimetallic currency, in- 
volving the free use of silver, which we now 
have, is cordially anproved by: Republicans.

Not content with a propo- 
sition to thus debauch the currency and to 
unsettle all conditions of trade and com- 
merce, the party responsible for this plat- 
form denies the competency of the govern- 
ment to protect the lives and property of its 
citizens against internal disorder and vio- 
lence. 

‘It assails the judicial muniments reared 


‘by the Constitution for the defense of indi- 


vidual rights and the public welfare, and it 
even threatens to destroy the integrity and 
independence of the Supreme Court, which 
has been considered the last refuge of the 
citizen against every form of outrage and

‘‘While the financial issue is admittedly 
of primary importance, there.is another ques- 
tion which must command careful and se- 
rious attention.

They are the outcome of 
a mistaken economic policy deliberately

cult, and would not involve any violent dis- 
turbance of our existing commercial system, 
to enact necessary tariff modifications along 
the lines of experience. 


Deficient Revenues. 


‘A steady deficit, constaritly depleting the 
resources of the government and trenching 
even upon its gold reserve, has brought 
about public distrust and business disaster. 
It has, too, necessitated the sale of $262,000,000 
of bonds, thereby increasing to that extent 
the national debt. It will be remembereJ 
that in no year of the more than a quarter of 
a century of continuous Republican admin- 
istration succeeding the civil war, when 
our industries Were disintegrated and all 
the conditions of business were more or less 
disturbed, was the national debt increased 
by a single dollar; it was, on the contrary, 
steadily and rapidly diminished.

When there 
are lying idle, as there are now and have been 
for nearly two years past, 40,000 to 50,000 
cars between New York City and Chicago— 
freight cars—it means there must be some- 
thing the matter with fhe business of this 
country; it means there must be something 
the matter with that home market which 
Supports these railroads. Now, there is 
nothing wrong with this country; it is the 
richest in the world. There is nothing wrong 
with our people; they are the most enter- 
prising in the world. But this tremendous 
productive power and this wonderful ener- 
gy of our people cannot now make business. 

This is a sound money meeting, but you 
could not expect a stanch Republican like 
myself to come here and make a speech and 
not say anything about protection. I want 
to say I believe that lack of protection has 
something to do with this condition, but I 
also want to say I believe the true cause of 
the stagnation of business is the fear and 
the threat of depressed currency.

Chairman Holt has called a special ses- 
gion of the committee tomorrow to accept 
the resignations. It is reported tonight that 
six other members of the Popocratic Cen- 
tral committee will follow Holt and Magee. 
Jealousies and factional fights have marked 
every session of the committee since the 
State campaign opened last spring, when the 
free silver wing demanded recognition. 


The retirement of the leading members of 


the committee tomorrow will leave the party 
in the hands of new and almost wholly inex- 
perienced politicians of the free silver stamp, 
and will practically. complete the long 
threatened disruption of the party in Andi- 
ana. 

The immediate cause of Chatrman{ Holt’ 
resignation is a quarrel with Gov. Mz thews 
on account of the appointment of a member 
of the State Board of Election Commission- 
ers. Chairman Holt, as is his right, rec- 


ommended J. E, McCullough of this city for 


the position, but Gov. Matthews refused to 
appoint him because of his sympathy with 
the sound money wing.

William J. Bryan, Popocratic candidate 
for President of the United States; has 
made public the following letter of accept- 
ance: 

‘The Hon. Stephen M. White and Others, 
Members of the Notification, Committee of 
the Democratic National Convention—Gen- 
tlemen: I accept the nomination tendered 
by you on behalf of the Democratic party, 
and in so doing desire to answer you that I 
fully appreciate the high honor which such 
a nomination confers and the grave respon- 
sibilities which accompany an election te 
the Presidency of the United States. 8o 
deeply am I impressed with the magnitude 
of the power vested by the Constitution in 
the chief Executive of the Nation, and with 
the enormous influence which he can wield 
for the benefit or injury of the people, that 
1 wish to enter the office, if elected, free 
from every personal desire except the desire 
to prove worthy the confidence of my coun- 
try. Human judgment is fallible enough 
when unbiased by selfish considerations, and 
in order that I may not be tempted to use 
the patronage of the office to advance any 
personal ambition, I hereby announce, with 
all the emphasis which words can express, 
my fixed determination not under any cir- 
cumstances to be a candidate for reélec- 
tion in case this campaign. results in my 
election. 

‘* I have carefully considered the platform 
adopted by the Democratic National con- 
vention, and unqualifiedly indorse each

Dual Government. 

*Our institutions rest upon the propostl- 
tion that all men, being created equal, are 
entitled to equal. consideration at the hands 
of the government. Because all men are 
created equal it follows that no citizen has 
a natural right to injure any other citizen. 
The mam purpose of government being to 
protect all citiZens in the enjoyment of life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness, this 
purpose must lead the government first to 
avoid acts of affirmative injustice, and, 
second, to restrain each citizen from tres- 
passing upon the rights of any other citizen. 

*“‘“A democratic form of government is 
conducive to the highest civilization because 
it opens before each individual the greatest 
opportunities for development, and stimu- 
lates to the highest endeavor by Insuring 
to each the full enjoymentof all the rewards 
of toil except such contribution as is neces- 
sary to support the government which pro- 
tects him. Democracy is indifferent to pédi- 
gree—it deals with the individual rather 
than with his aneestors. Democracy ig- 
nores differences in wealth—neither riches 
nor poverty can be invoked in behalf of or 
against any citizen. Democracy Knows no 
creed, recognizing the right of each indli- 
vidual to worship God according to the dic- 
tates of his own conscience. It welcomesall 
to a common brotherhood, and guarantees 
equal treatment to all, no matter in what 
church or through what forms they com- 
mune with their Creator. 

**Having discussed portions of the plat- 

form,at the time of its adoption and again 
when your letter of notification was formally 
delivered, it will not bé necessary at this time 
to touch upon all the subjects embraced in 
the party’s declaration. 
, ** Honest differences of opinion -have ever 
existed and ever will exist a& to the most 
effective means of securing domestic tran- 
quillity, but no citizen fails to recognize at 
all times and under all circumstances the 
absolute necessity for the prompt and vigor- 
ous enforcement of law and the preservation 
of the public peace. In a government like 
ours law is but the crystallization of the 
will of the people. Without it the citizen is 
neither secure in the enjoyment of life and 
liberty nor protected in the pursuit of hap- 
piness. Without obedience to law govern- 
ment is impossible. 

* The Democratic party is pledged to de- 
fend the Constitution and enforce the-laws 
of the United States, and it is also pledged 
to respect and preserve the dual scheme of 
government instituted by the founders -of 
the republic. The name United States was 
happily chosen. ‘It combines the idea of 
national strength with the idea of iocal 
self-government and suggests “‘an indis- 
soluble union of indestructible States,.”” Our 
revolutionary fathers, fearing the tend- 
encies towards centralization as well as the 
dangers of disintegration, guarded against 
both, and national safety as well as domes- 
tie security is to be found in the careful ob- 
servance of the limitations which they 
impose. Ii will be noticed that while ‘the 
United States guarantees to every State a 
republican form of-government and is em- 
powered to protect cach State against in- 
vasion, it is not authorized to interfere in the 
domestic affairs of any Siate except upon 
application of the Legislature of the Staite 
or upon the application of the Kxevutive, 
when the Legislature cannot be convened. 

‘This provision rests upon the sound 
theory that the peopie of the State. acting 
through their legaily chosen representa- 
tives, are, because of their more intimate 
acquaintance with -local conditions, better 
qualified than the President to judge of the 
necessity for Federal assistance. Those 
who framed our Constitution wisely de- 
termined to make as broad an application of 
the principles of local self-government as 
circumstances would permit, and we cannot 
dispute the correctness of the position taken 
by them without expressing a distrust of the 
people themselves. 


Economy. 


“Since governments exist for the protec- 
tion of the rights of the people and not for 
their spoliation no expenditure of public 
money can be justified unless that expendi- 
ture is necessary for the honest, economical, 
and efficient administration of the govern- 
ment. In determining what appropriations 
are necessary the interest of those who pay 
the taxes should be consulted rather than 
the wishes of those who receive or disburse 
public moneys. 


Bonds. 


“An increase in the bonded debt of the 
United States at this time is entirely with- 
out excuse. The issue of interest-bearing 
bonds within the last few years has been 
defended on the ground that they are neces- 
sary to secure gold with which to redeem 
United States notes and Treasury notes, but 
this necessity was imaginary rather than 
real. Instead of exercising the legal right 
vested in the United States to redeem its 
coin bonds in either gold or silver, the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government has§fol- 
lowed a precedent established by a former 
administration and surrendered the option 
to the holder of the obligations. This admin- 
istrative policy leaves the government at the 
mercy of those who find a pecuniary profit 
in bond issues. The fact that the dealers in 
money and securities have been able to de- 
plete or protect the Treasury according to 
the changing whims shows how dangerous 
it-is to permit them to exercise a control- 
ling influence at the Treasury Department. 

‘*The Government of the United States, 
when administered in the interests of all of 
the people, is able to establish and enforce its 
financial policy, not only without the aid of 
syndicates, but in spite of any opposition 
which syndicates may present. To assert 
that the government is dependent upon the 
good will or assistance of any portion of the 
people other than a constitutional majority 
is to assert that we have a government in 
form but without vital force.

A nation which, like the United 
States, relies upon voluntary service rather 
than upon a large standing army, adds to 
its own security when it makes generous 
provision for those who have risked their 
lives in its defense, and for those who are 
dependent upon them. 7 


Producers of Wealth. 


“Labor creates capital. Until wealth is, 
produced by the application of brain and 
muscle to the resources of this country there 
is nothing. to divide among the non-produc- 
ing classes of society. Since the producers 
of wealth create the Nation's prosperity in 
time of peace, and defend the Nation's flas 
in time of peril, their interests ought at all 
times to be considered by those who stand 
in official positions, The Democratic party 
has ever found its voting strength among 
those who are proud to be known as the 
common people, and it pledges itself to pro- 
pose and enact such legislation as is neces- 
sary to protect the masses in the free exer- 
cise of every political right and in the en- 
-joyment of their just share of the rewards 
of their labor. 


Arbitration. 


“IT desire to give special emphasis to the 
plank which recommends such legislation 
as is necessary to secure the arbitration of 
differences ‘between employers engaged in 
inter-State commerce and their employés. 
Arbitration is not a new idea—it is simply 
an extension of the court of justice. The 
laboring men of the éountry have expressed 
a desire for arbitration, and the railroads 
cannot reasonably object ‘to the decisions 
rendered by an impartial! tribunal.

Immigration. 


“While the Democratic party welcomes

““The recent abusés which have grown out 
of injunction proceedings have been so em- 
phatically condemned by-public opinion that 
the Senate bill providing for.trial by jury in 
certain contempt cases will meet with gen- 
eral approval. 


Trusts. 


‘The Democratic party ‘is. opposed to 
trusts. It will be recreant to its duty te the 
people of the country if it recognized either 
the moral or the legal right of these great 
aggregations of wealth to stifle competition, 
bankrupt rivals, and then prey upon so- 
ciety. Corporations are the creatures of 
law and they must not be permitted to pass 
from under the control of the power which 
created them; they are permitted to exist 
upon the theory that they advance the public 
weal, and they must not be allowed to use 
their powers for the public injury. 


Railroads. 


“The right of the United States Govern- 
‘ment to regulate inter-State commerce can- 
not be questioned, and the necessity’ for the 
vigorous exercise of that right ts becoming 
more and more imperative. The interests of 
the whole people require such an enlarge- 
ment.of the powers of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission as will enable it to pre- 
vent discrimination between persons and 
places and protect patrons from unreason- 
able charges. 


Pacific Railroads. 


“The government cannot afford to dis- 
criminate between its debtors, and must, 
therefore, prosecute its legal claims against 
the Pacific railroads. Sucha policy is neces- 
sary for the protection of the rights of the 
patrons as well as for the interests of the 
government, 

Cuba. 


.“ The people of the United States, happy 
in the enjoyment of the blessings of free 
government, feel a generous sympathy to- 
ward all who are endeavoring to secure like 
blessings for themselves. This sympathy, 
while respecting all treaty obligations, is 
especially active and earnest when excited 
by the struggles of neighboring peoples, 
who, like thet Cubans, are near enough to 
observe. the workings of a government 
which derives all its authority from the con- 
sent of the governed. 
Civil Service. 

“That the American people are not in 
favor of life tenure in the civil service ts 
evident from the fact that they, as a rule, 
make frequent changes in their. official rep- 
resentatives when those representatives 
are chosen by ballot.

Tariff. 

“It is not necessary to discuss the tariff 
quéstion at this time.

The vacancy caused by the shifting of 
Mr. Forman from the foot to the head of 
the ticket was filled by the nomination of 
D. V. Samuels of Chicago for the office of 
Attorney-General. Mr. ‘Forman said: 

“Yes, I have been nominated for the Goy- 
ernorship in place of Gen. Black, and I will 
make the race. I expect to get-olt on the 
stump as soon as possible, and will stay 
there until the campaign is over.” 

‘* Will you have any more letters to write 
to Gov. Altgeld?’’ 

‘“T am not contemplating any just now, 
but I may have some pertinent, or perhaps 
he may regard them impertinent, questions 
to ask him in some of my speeches.”’ 

Text of Black’s Letter, 

The State committee mef at the Palmer 
House in the morning, when Gen. Black’s 
letter was read. The full text follows:

DEATH OF EX-SENATOR H. B. PAYNE. 


He Fails to Recover from a Stroke of 
Paralysis Which He Suffered 
a Few Days Ago. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 9.—Ex-United States 
Senator Henry B. Payne died this morning 
at 9 o’clock at his home, No. 595 Euclid ave- 
nue. His death was due to a stroke of 
paralysis which he suffered a few days ago. 


Henry B. Payne was born in Madison 
County, New York, Nov. 30, 1810. His 
father, Elisha Payne, was one of the early 
settlers of that region. After studying at 
the common schools he entered Hamilton 
College in 1828, and graduated four years 
later. 
he became a student in the office of John 
C. Spencer, an attorney of Canandaigua, 
N. Y. After being admitted to the bar he 
removed to Cleveland, O., in 1834, where his 
success as a lawyer was immediate and 
pronounced. 

A severe hemorrhage of the lungs com-. 
pelled Mr. Payne in 1846, though greatly 
against his will, to give up his profession 
and turn his attention to manufacturing, 


railroad, and other enterprises. Although 
he was out of law Mr. Payne was not out of 
politics, In 1848 he was a Presidential 
Elector on the Democratic ticket, and’ in 
1849 and 1850 a Democratic member of the 
Ohio State Senate. A year later his party 
made’ him’ its candidate for United States 
Senator. He wds a delegate to the Demo- 
cratic convention at Cincinnati in 1856, and 
in 1860 was'a delegate to the Charleston con- 
vention, where he enthusiastically support- 
ed Stephen A. Douglas. He drafted and re- 
ported from the Committee on Resolutions 
the platform which was afterwards adopted 
by the convention. 

In 1857 Mr. Payne ran for Governor of 
Ohio, but was defeated by Salmon P. Chase 
by a trifling majority. He was Chairman 
of the Ohio delegation in the Baltimore con- 
vention of 1872. Two years iater he was 
elected to Congress, where he was Chairman 
of the Committee on the Electoral Bill. He 
was also a member of the Electoral Com- 
mission, in which capacity, by his wisdom 
and conservatism, he rendered invaluable 
service to hig country. 

In 1880 Mr. ‘Payne was a candidate for the 
Presidency, and received the support of the 
New York delegation and a portion of the 
Ohio delegation in the National Democratic 
convention at Cincinnati, but failed to secure 
the nomination. , 

In 1884 he was elected to the United States 
Senate to succeed George H. Pendleton. 
While in the Senate he served ou the Com- 
mittees on Education, Territories, and For- 
eign Relations. Upon the expiration of his 
Senatorial term, March 3, 1891, he retired to 
private life, and has since resided quietly 
at his home in Cleveland. ; 

Besides the services rendered to his party 
and State Mr. Payne was equally devoted 
to the interests of his city. From 1862 he 
was President of the Cleveland Sinking 
Fund Commission. 

Mr. Payne kept good control of all his 
many private interests. He was for many 
years the President of the Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus and Cincinnati railroad. A man of 
large wealth, Mr. Payne has given liberally 
but wisely to charitable and other causes. 

Mr. Payne’s wife was a daughter of 
Nathan Perry, to whom he was married 
soon after moving to Ohio. His eldest son, 
Nathan Perry, was at one time Mayor of 
Cleveland, and another son, Oliver H., was 
during the war Colonel of the One.Hundred 
and Fourth Regiment of Ohio Volunteers. 
One of his daughters is the wife of William 
C. Whitney, ex-Secretary of the Navy. The 
other is the wife of Charles M. Bingham of 
Cleveland. y

Thomas Howard, No. 488 Evanston ave- 
nue, after a residence of forty years in Chi- 
cago, died at his home yesterday at the age 
of 72 years. He was born in Stockport, 
Eng., in 1824. In coming to this country he 
figured as the first imported designer, work- 
ing in Lowell, Mass., at that trade for several 
years. From Lowell he went to Philadel- 
phia, and came to Chicago from the latter 
city after a few months. Here he started 
in the wool and hide business, but retired 
from it twenty-seven years ago. Since then 
he had lived a quiet life at his Evanston 
avenue home, though he had traveled back 
to his birth place several times. He had been 
troubled with bronchitis, and that hastened 
his death. Mr. Howard left a widow.

MACEO RECEIVES NEEDED SUPPLIES. 


Famous Filibuster Three Friends 
Lands Another Expedition. 

Key West, Fla., Sept. 9.—{Special.]—The 
famous filibuster, the Three Friends, which 
left Jacksonville eight days ago with muni- 
tions and men for Cuba, has landed the ex- 
pedition and is now en route home. The 
Three Friends appeared off Key West this 
afternoon, and, after sending ashore Dr. Cas- 
tillo, who went along as manager of the ex- 
pedition, proceeded to Jacksonville. 

According to Dr. Castillo the expedition 
was landed Monday night on the south coast 
of Pinar del Rio Province, and was met by 
a detachment from Antonio Maceo’s army. 
The vessel put ashore 8,000 rifles, 1,200,000 
cartridges, 600 pounds of stick dynamite, 
and three cannon, besides a great quantity of 
clothing and shoes. Nearly 100 men were 
also landed.

AMERICAN DELEGAES ARE PRESENT. 


Sullivan and Strasser Received Enthu- 
siastically by Trades Unionists. 

Edinburg, Sept. 9%.—The British trades 
unions congress today adopted a resolution 
favoring the payment of members of Par- 
liament. ; 

Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Strasser, the dele- 
gates of the American Federation of Labor, 
were present today and -met with an en- 
thusiastic reception. Mr. Sullivan made a 
speech in the course of which he said he had 
brought the British delegates greetings from 
the workers in the United States, adding that 
the latter regarded the British trades union- 
ists as the oid guard in the labor movement, 
and he cordially invited the congress to send 
delegates to the coming American trades 
unions congress. He gave an account of the 
progress recently made by organized labor 
in America, saying that all the non-union 
men were “ social ciphers,’’ and asserting 
that the organized labor had increased 
wages by at least $40,000,000 annually. 

It was moved to rescind the resolution of 
the Norwich trades union congress, passed 
Sept. 6, 1894, on the motion of Mr. Keir 
Hardie, declaring for the nationalization of 
land and the whole of the means of produc- 
tion and distribution and exchange. ~- This 
was ruled out of order and the congress 
adopted the following supplementary decla- 
ration: 

“ That in the opinion of this congress it is 
essential to the maintenance of British in- 
dustries to nationalize the land, mines, min- 
erals, royalty, rents, and railways, and 
municipalize all water, artificial light, and 
tramways, and undertakings within their 
several authorities, and that the Parliament- 
ury committee be instructed to promote and 
support legislation with the above object.”’ 

Councilor D, Holmes, J. P., of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Weavers. moved: 
‘ That it is of extreme importance to trades 
unionists that all the land possible shall be 
brought under cultivation, and that we 
should have a more equitable basis of urban 
taxation.

The 
meeting enthusiastically indorsed the decis- 
ion of the federation’s council to send on 
Sept. 11 to 5,000 of the employers of the 
United Kingdom a demand for a uniform 
port rate of eight pence (16 cents) an hour, 
and a shilling (24 cents) for grain porters, 

sailors’ rates to rise nearly to that of 1890. 

The employers are requested in connec- 
tion with the demand to make a reasonably 
prompt reply, and if the reply is unfavorable 
a strike will follow.

** Resolved, That it is the purpose of this 
board to extend as far as possible the merit 
system or civil service to all departments of 
the city schools, and to this end the Secretary 
of this board is hereby directed to notify 
the Civil Service Commission of the City 
of Chicago ‘that it is the wish 
this board to receive the employés it 
may hereafter require (except Superintend- 
ents and teachers) from the Civil Service 
Commission.”’ 


Gross Talks for His Motion. 


Mr. Gross made a brief speech in support of 
these resolutions. He said the Board of Ed- 
ucation had been largely under the merit 
system, of its own choicé But for it to ally 
itself to the Civil Service Commission would 
relieve the members of a vast deal of an- 
noyance from applicants for positions; it 
would be in keeping ‘with the spirit of the 
times: and it would assist the board in reach- 
ing its ideal as a body of public-spirited and 
totally disinterested servants of the commu- 
nity. 

Chairman Errant of the’ Committee on 
Rules hastily moved that the resolutions be 
referred to hiscommittee. Hethought noth- 
ing of that kind ought to be voted on until 
his committee had a chance to consider and 
report on it. He said his committee would 
report the new rules in two weeks, and it 
could report at the same time on Mr. Gross’ 
resolutions. 

The vote on reference was first put viva 
voce, and the President, being in doubt, Mr. 
Gross called for the yeas and nays. 

During roll-call Messrs. Cusack, Blount, 
Kohtz, Hull, and Miller rose and explained 
their votes. 

Mr. Cusack pleaded that:he had just re- 
turned from Manitou. Mr. Blount claimed 
that the board had a civil service of its own. 
Mr. Kohtz wanted to decide it by an agreed 
case in the courts. Mrs. Hull thought it 
ought to be more carefully thought out. Mr. 
Miller wanted the resolutions divided and 
voted on separately.

Investigate the School Fund. 

Mr. Strong then offered the following res- 
olution: 

** Resolved, That the Committee on Fi- 
nance be instructed to investigate and forth- 
with report to the board why moneys legally 
belonging to the School Board are not at 
once placed to the credit of such -fund as 
soon as collected, and in accordance with the 
law regulating the same.”’ 

Mr. Strong explained that since July 1 the 
City Treasurer had received $1,700,000, of 
which 53 per cent should at once have been 
placed to the credit of the Board ef Educa- 
tion. But instead of’ that only $500,080 had 
been so placed, and that amount only yes- 
terday. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously 
and without opposition. 

It was ordered that, in consequence of the 
political excitement that would prevail inthe 
r.onth of October, the evening schools 
should not be opened until Monday, Nov. 9.

BRYAN’S LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE. 

The letter from Bryan, printed in today’s 
paper, in which he accepts formally the 
Popocrate nomination, is not long. For 
him it is very brief. It was not necessary, 
however, that he should write much, since 
he has made so many speeches and has ex- 
pounded his views on the money question 
almost daily since he spoke at Madison 
Square Garden on the 12th of last month. 

The letter is merely a specific indorsement 
of the planks in the Chicago platform which 
have not been mentioned by him in his mul- 
tifarious addresses. In those he has dealt 
with only two points—free coinage at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 and the income tax. 

There is nothing which requires any com- 
ment in what he writes about the planks 
concerning Cuba, the Monroe doctrine, the 
Pacific railroads, theimprovement of water- 
ways, etc. There are other planks, how- 
ever, his statements concerning which call 
for some consideration. .; 

The Chicago platform denounces “ arbi- 
trary interference by Federal authorities 
in loeal affairs as a violation of the Consti- 
tution of the United States and a crime 
against free institutions.” The intention 
Was to censure President Cleveland for 
sending United States troops here to drive 
Debs off the railroad tracks so that national 
laws regulating the transportation of the 
mails and the carrying-on of inter-State 
commerce might be enforced. 

The dishonesty of this plank lies in the 
fact that in what Cleveland did there was 
no interference in “ local affairs.” There 
has been nv interference of any kind in the 
local affairs of any State or community by 
the General Government. 

Bryan does not point out that fact. He 
does not state that the plank is unnecessary. 
He simply discourses on the dual theory of 
government and declares that the General 
Government cannot interfere in the domes- 
tic affairs of a State unless called on by the 
Legislature or the Governor. That fa- 
miliar provision of the Constitution he in- 
dorses. That was needless unless it has 
been violated or its violation threatened. 
Neither has occurred. 


declares implicitly that if he is President he 
will not enforce United States laws when 


they are violated ina State, as they were in 


this city two years ago, unless the Governor 
orthe Legislatureaskshimtodoso, He will 
allow some future Debs to obstruct inter- 
State commerce and the transportation of 
the mails until an Anarchist Governor asks 
him to intervene. 

And yet, when referring to the railroad 
plank of the platform, Bryan declares that 
“the right of the United States to regulate 
inter-State commerce cannot be ques- 
tioned.” The right to regulate implies the 
duty to protect. All that the United States 
Court did when it enjoined Debs, and all 
that Cleveland did when he forced Debs off 
the railroad tracks, was in compliance with 
that duty. 

Bryan did not dare to offend Altgeld by 
repudiating this plank of the platform, 
and yet did not venture to come out openly 
and state he thought Debs and ‘Altgeld were 
right and Cleveland wrong. But he says 
enough to reveal where his sympathies are— 
on the side of non-enforcement of nationul 
laws when State authorities do not want 
them enforced. 


AGAINST CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

Bryan indorses ‘heartily the anti-civil 
service plank of the Chicago platform. He 
announces that he is opposed to “ a perma- 
nent office-holding class,” and favors a fixed 
term for appointive officers, alleging that 
that’ “ will open the public service to a 


ing its efficiency.” 

So if he should be elected there would be 
a complete upheaval in all the government 
offices. The executive orders which have 
made almost all the employés a part of the 
Classified civil service would be repealed by 
him, and a clean sweep would be made 
in order to give patronage to the _ polit- 
ical leaders who are supporting him. Under 
Bryan the merits of an applicant for a po- 
sition would not be considered. His poli- 
tics alone would be looked after. F 

There is no “permanent office-holding 
class.”” There is no “ life tenure in the civil 
service.” Any office-holder can be dis- 
missed at any moment, with or without 

‘cause. But his successor has to be appoint- 
ed under civil service rules. He has to be 
examined and show he is qualified. Polit- 
ical backing does him no good, 

That does not suit Bryan. He not only 
wants to dismiss all the present office-hold- 
ers—clerks, letter carriers; navy-yard em- 
ployés, etc.—but to appoint new ones under 
the spoils system.” His election would be 
the restoration of that rotten and discarded 
system.

GARRET A. HOBART FORMALLY ACCEPTS 

Garret A. Hobart, Republican candidate 
for Vice-President, devotes three-quarters 
of his letter of acceptance to a strong ap- 
peal for sound money and the remainder to 
the consideretion of the tariff necessities of 
the business of the country. In discussing 
the paramount need of the time, a restora- 
tion of confidence through the triumph of 
the gold standard and national honesty, he 
strikes the keynote of the situation when he 
says: :

As an illustration of the ostrich-like sug- 
gestion that we fix our money standards 
without regard to other nations or the re- 


quirements of commerce he says: 

All our settletnents with other lands must be 
made not with the money which may be legally 
current in our own country, but in gold, the stand- 
ard of all nations with which our relations are 
most cordial and extensive. and no legislative 
enactment can free us from that inevitable neces- 
sity. ; 


In the further discussion of the financial 
question Mr. Hobart marshals the facts of 
history and the truths of economic science 
in convincing array, and makes a combined: 
presentment that should take a foremost 
place in the literature of the campaign. 

Inu treating of the present business depres- 
sion he emphasizes the necessity also of a 
judicious revision of the tariff. He recog- 
nizes the necessity of such action in order 
tu raise the revenues of the country to a sum 
suticient to meet the ordinary and neces- 
sary expenses. “ It would not be difficult,” 
he states, * and would not involve any vio- 
lent disturbance of our existing commercial 
system to enact necessary tariff modifica- 
tions along the lines of experience. 

While Mr. Hobart recognizes the over- 
Whelming importance of the chief issue, he 
pledges hearty support of the other prom- 
ises of the party.’ None of its sacred tradi- 
tions of policy, either in the matter of for- 
eign relations or in safeguarding the sover- 
eignty of the individual citizen will be vio- 
lated. 


ABOLISHING TOWNSHIP ORGANIZATION, 

The County Board was petitidhed by the 
lawful number of yoters to submit at the 
November election the question whether 
township government shall be abolished in 
this county. The necessary resolution for 
submission was adopted. Day before yes- 
terday the board reconsidered its action, 
after discovering that thirty days’ notice 
was all that the law required, and referred 
the petition to an unfriendly committee to 
** verify the signatures.” 

Thereupon those who got up the petition 
have withdrawn. it on the ground that the 
majority of the Commissioners know the 
Signatures are genuine, that the proposed. 
verification is a sham, and that the object of 
the majority is to defeat all action dn the 
petition at the coming election. 

This belief may be well founded. 
look strange that the board should reconsid- 
er its action so suddenly. The verification 
of 55,000 signatures is an impossibility. 
The signers are not going to appear and 
make affidavit. The persons who got up the 
petition should be trusted when they certify 
to its genuineness. 

The withdrawal of the petition may seem 
n rather hasty act to some who would pre- 
fer to wait and see whétheér the board actu- 
aliy would venture to deny the people the 
right to vote on this question. But it would 
be better for many reasons to secure cer- 
tain legislation ‘prior to the abolition of 
township organization. There would have 
to be such legislation if a.vote were taken 
this fall and the present system given up. 
That legislation should precede rather than 
‘ollow the change. 

So, looking at the matter from this point 
of view, the withdrawal of the petition may 
have been the wisest thing to do under the

John Woods Attempts Murder and Sui- 
cide, but It Is Believed the 
Wounds Are Not Fatal. 


UFFERING from 
temporary insanity,

Woods and his wife conduct a small res- 
taurant at No. 640 East Fifty-fifth street, 
and live in the rooms above. Yesterday 
morning Woods left the house early and re- 
turned about 12:30 o’clock in the afternoon, 
A few minutes after a woman's voice was 
heard pleading for mercy, while every now 
and then @ man’s voice was heard cursing. 

Mrs. Jecsie Smith, who occupies a flat in 
the fame building, became alarmed at the 
cries and ran down the Stairs for help. As 
she passed the door of Woods’ kitchen she 
saw Woeds seize his wife by the hair and 
throw her half way across the room. Then 
he pulled a small pocket knife and, despite 
ner efforts to clude him, plunged it into her 
hip. With a cry of pain Mrs. Woods:ran 
into the dining-room and attempted to shut 
ene door, She was not quick enough, and 

1e knife was plunged into her right side and 
she fell unconscious. 
¥ Woods gazed coolly for a few seconds at 
one work and then without a word turned 
sow inches below the heart and he fell to 
the floor a few feet from his wife. 

Mrs. Smith saw the whole tragedy, unable 
to move from the spot for fright. 

While their father and mother were bat- 
tling up-stairs Mrs. Woods’ children were. 
down-stairs in the restaurant. Their moth- 
ers screaming and the fall of the two bodies 
frightened them and they ran up to see what 
was the matter. The eldest, Lela, a girl of 
14, ran into the room where her parents lay 
and lifted her mother’s headin herlap. The 
girl kept her composure, and after trying to 
make her mother comfortable ran for Dr. E. 


B. Taylor, who said that Mrs. Woods would 
recover. 


Woods soon recovered, but said nothing’ 


about being injured, and when the Hyde 
Park police arrived he was taken to the po- 
lice station and locked in a cell. The police 
knew nothing of his being wounded for near- 
ly an hour, when he was discovered by Jailer 
Mullen lying unconscious on the cell floor. 
He was removed to the Englewood Union 
Hospital and his wounds dressed. It is 
thought that he will recover.

4 FUND WILL BE SECURED. 


POOL MEMBERS WILL CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE SUM ASKED, 


Two Hundred Thousand Dollars to Be 
Raised to Margin Stocks Bought on 
the Last Day the Exchange Was 
Open—It Will Probably Be Complet- 
ed Today—Suit to Be Begun in Alley 
“LL” Matter—President Jamieson 
Will Not Resign. 


Efforts to raise the fund of $200,000 among 
the members. of the pool in Diamond Match 
and New York Biscuit promise to be suc- 
cessful. The matter was practically fixed 
up yesterday and it is expected today or 
tomorrow the last of the pledges will be ob- 
tained toward the fund. This fund of $200,- 
000 is to be used to margin the stock bought 
the last day the exchange was open and on 
which no margins were deposited. This will 
put the brokers who executed orders on the 
last day on the same plane with those who 
had made purchases previousiy for the ac- 
count of the Moore brothers and for those 
interested with them in the pool. The men 
who were back of the Moores in the Dia- 
mond Match and Biscuit speculation have 
not been opposed to the making up of this 
fund for the protection of the brokers in 60 
far as the amount they would have to con- 
tribute Was concerned.. Their objection to 
becoming parties to the agreement grew out 
of the fear that through their contribution 
to this fund they would be made responsible 
for the carrying out of all the Moore con- 
tracts. As a result they have been shy 
about making their contributions. The ef- 
forts of the Stock Exchange committee 
have been directed towards the formation of 
this fund and they have worked diligently 
to bring it about. It was announced yester- 
. day by a member of the committee the mat- 
ter was practically settled and in all proba- 
bility today would see the matter closed. 

If the fund is.made up and distributed 
among the brokers who were caught with 
purchases on which no margins had been 
deposited it would result in a considerable 
saving to them. There were three or four 
brokers who made heavy purchases on the 
last day of Diamond Match stock and in 
smaller amounts of New York Biscuit stock. 
There were also some who bought in smaller 
amounts. Those who made the purchases 
on the last day made them almost without 
exception without margins. The failure of 
the Moore brothers leaves the brokers with 
stock to their account and with no one to 
whom it can be delivered. The persons sell- 
ing the stock do not go beyond the brokers 
to establish Mability, and as a result some of 
the brokers are so involved they admit it 
would be impossible for them to carry out 
their contracts. While the $200,000 fund 
will not make these brokers whole, it will 
leave them in the same position as other 
brokers who had executed orders for the 
Moores and had received the customary 
margin. 


To Prevent the Sale of Alley “L.” 


Suit is to be brought by certain stock- 
holders of the Alley **‘ L.”"’ against that cor- 
poration, and an attempt will be made to 
secure an injunction preventing a sale of 
the Alley *“‘L”’ under the foreclosure suit 
‘brought by the bondholders. The date set 
for the sale of the Alley *‘ L.”’ is Sept. 16, or 
one week from yesterday. The suit will be 
brought, it is said, in the name of Willard 
P: Block, who has a claim which he asserts 
is a prior lien to the mortgages securing the 
two bond issues. Mr. Block was interested 
in the formation of a company, which was 
organized for the purpose of building an 
elevated railroad in State street, with a 
branch line on Sixty-third street. He had 
in his possession frontage signatures in 
Sixty-third street, and when the Alley “LL” 
was organized and it was decided to build 
a line on the street for which Mr. Block had 
frontage consents, he made an offer to sell 
these consents to the new company. It is 
claimed an agreement was entered into be- 
tween the new company and Mr. Block for 
the purchase of these consents for $5v,000, 
and $1,000 earnest money -was deposited 
With the company. The company failed to 
pay the balance of the money, but Block 
claims the consents which he held were 
used, and he has held a claim against the 
company for the remainder of the amount 
which it was agreed should be paid. Some 
of the stockholders believe this can be made 
the basis for a suit, and also for an applica- 
tion for an injunction. If an injunction 
could be obtained there would be neces- 
sarily a delay In the sale of the road. 

As the matter now stands the stockholders 
in the Alley ** L’’. stand an excellent-chance 
of losing their entire equity in the prop- 
erty. The order of sale has been made, and 
Perry A. I{ull, the Master, has advertised 
the road to be sold next week. Unless some- 
thing is done to intervene the property will 
be sold at public auction and bought in by 
the bondholders. This would, of course, de- 
stroy the equity of the stockholders, and 
the property would pass to the possession of 
the holders of the bonds. Any delay in the 
proceedings. would therefore be welcomed 
by the stockholders. It would give thema 
new lease of life, and would make it possi- 
ble for them to realize upon their securities. 


President Jamieson Will Not Resign. 


M. M. Jamieson, President of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange, denies a rumor published 
yesterday of his intended resignation. He 
says he has no intention of resigning the 
Presidency of the exchange, and says there 
is nothing in the situation which makes it 
Obligatory upon him to take such. action. 
The report published yesterday was that he 
had decided to end his official connection 
with the exchange because of his failure to 
make good some puts on West Chicago 
stock he had sold. Mr. Jamieson says the 
closing of the exchange released him from 
obligation in the matter. If returned to the 
people who had bought puts the amounts 
paid by them. 

The demand of some members of the ex- 
change that it be opened without further 
delay is becoming {| more pronounced — in 
character. ‘Included in the number who de- 
sire the exchange to be opened are a num- 
ber of brokers who have sold North Chicago 
and West Chicago stock to the brokers who 
were presumably acting for Charles T. 
Yerkes. So far it is said only two brokers 
have signed the trust agreement prepared 
by Mr. Yerkes, under which he has offered 
fo assume the responsibilities of the trades 
made by these brokers. Those who sold 
Yerkes stocks say they can see no good rea- 
son for becoming parties to the agreement. 
tinder the rules of the exchange the margins 
on deposit in the clearing-house will go.to 
the brokers making the sales as soon as the 
exchange is opened. This with the dividends 
due on the stock would margin the ‘stock 
down to within about 7 points of Mr. Yerkes’ 
offer in West Chicago stock, the security in 
which the majority of the trades were made. 
By signing the agreement they tie up the 
stock for ninety days absolutely, with no 
assurance of their being able to draw out 
the debenture bonds, which were to be used 
for the purpose of margining down the stock, 
at the end of that period. The brokers ex- 
press the belief that if a date is set for the 
opening of the exchange Mr. Yerkes will be 
anxious to settle the matter previous to 
opening day, and that better terms can be 
obtained from him than with the opening of 
the exchange in the uncertain future.

Nates on Corn East Not to Be Advanced 
—Body Blow Dealt to the 
Scalpers. 


—— 


There is no truth in the report that the 
Missouri River-Chicago lines intend to ad- 
vance rates on corn 4 cents per 100 pounds 
on Sept. 21. The Eastern roads expect to 
make an advance of 5 cents and this fact no 
doubt gave rise to the report the ‘Weapons 
roads would do likewise. 

The Western roads cannot afford to fife 
tate the example of the Eastern roads and 
advance rates on grain fTrom the Missouri 
River to Chicago. They have to meet the 
gulf competition if they mean to get any 
business. ‘ 

The advance the Eastern roads propose to 
make-on Sept. 21 would necessarily prevent 
any through shipments from the Missouri 
River territory via Chicago after navigation 
closes, but the Western roads can take con- 
siderable of the business at the existing low 
rates and put it in elevators and store- 
houses here to be held until the opening of 
navigation next spring. 

Instead of making’:an advance it had all 
along been supposed the Eastern pool lines 
would .make a reduction in rates and thus 
assist the Chicago and Missouri River roads 
in their efforts to prevent the diversion of 
the export business’from Western points 
to New Orleans and Galveston. As it is, 
the Western Freight Association lines will 
have to fight alone and do the best they can 
to protect Chicago’s loeal interests,

ticket agents of Eastern roads or to brokers 
at any point in this country. 

If faithfully carried out the new agree- 
ment will remove the principal cause for the 
constant demoralization in passenger rates. 

There is danger, however, the new agree- 
ment will not be faithfully observed by all 
the roads, for the scalpers have warm 
friends among the passenger officials of a 
large number of roads. 

The Kansas City ticket troubles have also 
been adjusted.

SHIP 
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will Be Disguised as a Pleasure Craft 
-# When Not Cleared for Action—In 
a Three Hours’ Time It Can Be Con- 
verted Into a Powerful Submarine 
Monster—Plan Is to Attack and Sink 
Spanish War Vessels and Run the 
Blockade. | 


* New York Herald! The Cuban War Cab- 
inet realizes that it will be necessary very 
800n to have a sea force operating in con- 
junction with the revolutionary land forces 
. to bring the Cuban war to a close and to 
finally’ secure the independence of Cuba. 
The leaders in Cuba and here know that 
without some outsifle assistance it would 
take ten years to compel the Spaniards to 
evacuate Havana, Santiago, Cienfuegos, 
Matanzas, and other fortified seaport cities 
‘of the island. Nor could the Cubans hold 
possession of these ports without ships to 
operate against the Spanish navy. 
~ When the Cuban Secretary of War, Gen. 
Carlo Roloff, came4to this country several 
weeks ago, among his secret missions was 
one to give orders for the building of a small 
but formidable vessel for use on the Cuban 
coast against the ironclad terrors which 
Spain now employs to patrol the waters 
ebout Cuba to guard against filibustering. 
Gen. Roloff said, when he was here, in re- 
gard to Cuba’s intentions about building a 
mavy: ‘‘ We shall not be able to put afloat 
an imposing fleet, because we have not the 
means, although if we were allowed the 
game privilege as other powers we could put 
new life into more than one shipyard in the 
United States and in a year’s time we would 
Mave built enough vessels to sweep Spain 
from the seas. We could raise the money if 
the Government of the United States would 
only allow us to spend it among:-its ship- 
builders. 
Can Build One Small Vessel. 

“ We can, however, build one vessel on the 
quiet, if we cannot build a fleet. We have 
- been for a long time looking for plans and de- 
gigns for a small vegsel of great power—one 
which we can use in various ways, and one 

which cannot be overtaken in an ocean race 
by anything now afioat.”’ 
Gen. Roloff would give no further infor- 
mation, but he secretly gave instructions to 
the proper parties and went away. 
In the very busiest part of Broadway, and 
_ g@ dozen stories up, in a modern sky-scraping 
pbuilding, where only those who know could 
possibly dream of its existence, is a full 
- fiedged shipyard, where only vessels of scien- 
tific mold are thought out and constructed. , 
-In Charles D. Mosher's scientific boat fac- 
tory, under the roof of the Washington 
Building, are the plans of Roloff’s vessel, 
which is to play deadly havoc very shortly 
among the warships of Spain around Cuba. 
Mr. Mosher would only say when seen: 

**T have two vessels the Cubans want. An 
agent has been to see me, but it would not 
be proper for me to) say what occurred be- 

tween us.”’ , 

At the Cuban headquarters at No. 56 New 
street I learned that it was probable that 
both of Mr.’ Mosher’s boats would form 

rt of the fleet which the Cuban junta un- 
derstands it fhust put into commission if it 
wants to secure belligerent recognition from 
other powers. They can wait for the larger 
of the two boats, which will cost $350,000, 
but the vessel which Gen. Roloff had in mind 
will be put upon the stocks at once. 

It will be known as the Maximo Gomez, 

“because Gen. Gomez is small in stature, 
can be everywhere at once, and has proved 
himself invincible and destructive to Spain. 
The new boat, like the Cuban chieftain, is 
small, its speed will be so great that it will 
be a marvel for invincibility and destructive- 
ness. | : 


Disguised as a Pleasure Boat. 


The following dimensfons and armament 
of the Maximo Gomez are given: Length, 
100 feet: beam, 11 feet; draught, 4 feet; speed, 
35 miles an hour;. battery, two 15-inch tor- 
pedo guns, one forward and one aft; two 
three-pounde rapid fire guns, mounted upon 
‘the forward and after conning towers; two 
_ ohne-pounder rapid fire guns on deck, mount- 
ed amidship. 

It will be known as a 100-foot twin screw 
torpedo boat, but will be so constructed that 
whenever it will be necessary it can be 
masked as a simple, innocent-looking pleas- 
ure yacht, without a sign to reveal its dan- 
gerous character. It can be converted from 

‘a steam pleasure craft to acruiser destroyer 
in just three hours. 

It is so constructed that it is possible when 
‘its decks are “‘ cleared for action ”’ to lower 
standing gear, clear away its rails, and sink 
everything in sight, so that it will look like 
along flatiron in the water. In other words, 
it.can be made almost a submarine craft. 

There is not a vital spot about it that any 
‘enemy could hit. When under water no pro- 
jectile can reach its machinery, and when it 
desires to show its heels to an adversary it 
will easily speed thirty-five miles an hour, 

It will be used chiefly as a blockade run- 
‘ner to take arms and ammunition into Cuba 
for the insurgents, and it will carry filibus- 
tering parties of from twenty-five to thirty 
men besides its cargo of guns and cartridges. 
It will carry all the modern and most scien- 

"tific conveniences necessary to the equipment 
of a modern destroyer of warships. It will 
take every opportunity to give battle to the 
‘Spanish cruisers, and will endeavor to sink 
them whenever an advantage presents 
itself, 

_. Arevolving hood, which covers the torpedo 

_trainers while they are at work, gives the 
‘vessel the appearance of a low set whale- 
back when it is submerged for attack.

tions as a Shame and a Disgrace. 


There is a strong probability the Civic 
» Federation will play a new card th the town- 
ship abolition fight and begin proceedings 
to compel the County Commissioners to 
proceed in the mattér of the election which 
+: it ordered on Aug. JI, and then declared off 
. at Tuesday’s meeting. Therewillbea meet- 
b ing of the Executive committee of the Fed- 
.. eration toduy when the subject will be care- 
« fully considered. 
If begun, the proceedings will be based on 
- the proposition that after deciding to sub- 
- mit the question to the voters of the county 
.eat the fall electicn, and:posting notices to 
«>that effect, the board had no right, by resolu-: 
tion, to rescind its fofmer action, and can be 
compelled -by mandamus proceedings to 
4 carry the matter thr@ugh to completion. 
Sidney C. Kastmanh, the attorney of the 
Federation, said yesterday he thought such 
proceedings would lie against the board, and 
the courts would hold that, after having car- 
. ried the matter so far as to post notices, the 
» board did not have it in its power to rescind 
» its former action by resolution. He said the 
Statutes governing the matter did not con-, 
- fer any discretionary,power upon the board, 
_ and in his cpinion the rescindment resolu- 
tions were not worth the paper on which 
» they were written. 
» Question of Validity May Be Raised. 
Robert 8S. Iles, County Attorney, was also 
» Of the opinion that mandamus proceedings 
would prubably lie against the board, but 
he said the question of jurisdiction of the 
board would probably come up, arid the 
validity of the petition be raised, and the 
whole matter be op2ned again. If the peti- 
» tion should be found not valid the board 
could not be compelled to act™but if found 
Walid it would have to take action. 
R. M. Easley, Secretary of the Civic Fed- 
. eration, said that organization was greatly 
surprised and disappointed at the action of 
the County Board ihn rescinding its action 
of Aug. 31. He said it looked as though tRe 
vote to rescind the board’s former action 
was intended to kill off the question of sub- 
Mmitting the matter to a vote of the people. 
He said it was an outrage and would be so 
considered by 98 out of every 100 people of 
Chicago. | 


Calls It an Outrage. 

President Healy of the County Board 
~ Was outspoken in his condemnation of the 

_ ®ecent action of that body. 
“It is an outrage—nothing more or less,” 
,- he said. ‘“‘It means the death of the sub- 
mission of the question so far as this board 
isconcerned. It isa contemptuous disregard 
- of the wishes of a great majority of the peo- 
ple of this city. The talk about fraud inthe 
| petition is a mere subterfuge to conceal the 
ulterior motives which prompted the action 
_ ©f those who voted to rescind the action of 
Aug. 31. There has undoubtedly been a 
, Strong pressure brought to bear upon those 
.who voted to rescind from certain sources. 
_ I was told I would be defeated if I opposed

Healy. 


Mr. Kohlsaat Recalls the Petition. 

The following letter was sent to President 
Healy: ‘ 

“Chicago, Sept. 9,'1896.—D. D. Healy, 
President Board of County Commissioners— 
Sir: In the name and oh behalf of 55,000 
voters who signed thé petition for the aboli- 
tion of township ‘organizations in Cook 
County, I respectfully beg to withdraw the 
list heretofore submitted to your body by 
the Evening Post. 

” The County Board is aware that yester- 
day’s proceeding defeats all action on the 

-fretition at the coming election. Every citi- 

zen in Chicago knows that a committee com-

July. It was offered’ to Edgar M. Snow & 
Co., for loans on down-town real estate at 
the rate of 4% per cent per annum. 

Mr. Snow at once forwarded applications 

- (for several large loans on choice property 
for different businessconcerns. The answer 
/now comes that until after the election no 
funds will be placed*in Illinois ror fear of 
_ “ Altgeldism.”” The estate is in the hands 
of men who are disposed to look upon the 
Governor as dangerous when it comes to in- 
vestment where he might do some damage, 
‘and next to the election of Bryan look upon 

_ his possible election as a public calamity. 

Mr. Snow says this {s not the only instance 
of the kind that has come to his notice. In- 
vestors generally have little confidence in

Dean of the Springfield Fire Insurance company 
oa his return from his vacation yesterday. ‘* The 
insurance business is at a standstill until our 
business-men become more confident of the sta- 
bility of our currency. All kinds of stocks are 
low, ‘and prices have depreciated, so there is not 
near the numberof risks being carried as one year 
ago. The manufacturer is afraid to sell to the 
merchant with free silver staring him in the face. 
The*emerchant does not care to extend his line of 
eredit with e country dealer while there is a 
possibility of receiving depreciated currency tin 
return. The country dealer is not buying his goods 
as long as there is a chance of the consumer paying 
him back in 50-cent dollars. 

‘**So the mills are idle, and the merchant is 
seeking little trade, on the theory that if free sil- 
ver does come the smaller the volume of business 
the smaller the loss. The large, wealthy concerns, 
which keep buyers in Europe all the time, are 
showing how they look at the Bryan craze by do- 
ing nearly all their heavy business with the pro- 
vision that the deals do not hold good if Bryan 
is elected. With the currency question settled in 
favor of-gold there will at once be relieved from 
the pressure of fear at least half of our currency 
circulation, which will at once help restere con- 
fidence and boom business in alllines. Until after 
election there is little hope of a revival.’’
